a mah whose life had been lost, 
for the unpleasant truth is that 
most private flying accidents are 
caused by almost criminal foolish- 
ness. Motor failure, for instance, 
is one of the rarest causes af pri- 
vate flying accidents, 


Low level flying probably ca- 
uses more private pldne crashes 
than anything else, Motorists oftvn 
loose their lives by drunken driv- 


ing. Drunken flying has not been 
1 nown either, but aviation has 
t r it on the chin for, the mys- 
tery which has surrounded crashes 


cuused by such flying. 


But need private flying crashes 
continue? Yes, in some measure, 
as automobile crashes will also 
continue. But as a more _ stable 
type of individual begins to fly 
the number of crashes, already 
rare, will become even rarer. 


Before the war. by the lam _ of 
averages, with few landing facil- 
ities available, with most private 
flying confined to  civcling an air- 
port, the type of individual attrac- 
teq to flying was the type who 
was looking for thrills---the kind 
of lad who enjoyed 80 miles an 
hour on a motorcycle. 


Well this young chap got up in 
a plane and found it wasn’t a bit 
exciting. At even 200 miles an 
hour the ground moves by very. 
very slowly when you're a_ re- 
asonable distance up. So in order 
to get the thrill which does not 
exist in normal, safe, utility fly- 
ing, this type of person had_ to 
try skimming the roof tops, circl- 
ing the church steeple or the girl 
friend’s house. 


Then there was always the chap 
who had to do a loop at 700 or800 
feet and if he woke up at all. 
found himself in a tree. 


When a sane ordinary everyday 
inan or woman find that there are 
enough landing facilities to make 
flying a utility proposition, you'll 
gee the private flying accident rate 
take a sharp drop. If a man is con- 


tent to stick to reasonably good 
weather and fly at a reasonableal- 
titude he'll find it as safe as walk- 
ing. 


(if plain ornery foolishness could 
be eliminated from flying, foolish- 
ness that no man would attdmpt 
with an automobile, even private 


flying would be safer than mo- . 


toring.
